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At a General Aſſembly, begun and held at the 
City of St. Mary's, the Tenth Day of May, 
Anno Domini 1692, in the Fourth Year of the 
Reign of our Sovereign Lord and Lady Wil- 
liam and Mary, by the Grace of God, of En- 
gland. Scotland, France and Ireland, King and 
Qleen, Defenders of the Faith, &c. thence 
continued till the Ninth Day of June, next

ing any Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, or any Goods, Chattels, 
Debts or Damages, in any of the Courts of Record within this Province; 
or that ſhall unlawfully and corruptly procure or ſuborn any Witneſs or 
Witneſſes, from and after the Publication aforeſaid, to be ſworn to 
teſtify in perpetuam Rei Memoriam, That then every ſuch Offender or 
Offenders, being thereof lawfully convicted or cttainted, ſhall looſe and 
forfeit the Sum of Forty Pounds Sterling. Ard if it happen any ſuch 
Offender or Offenders, being convicted or att.inted as aforeſaid, ſhall 
not have Goods or Chattels, Lands or Tenements, to the Value of 
Forty Pounds, as aforeſaid, Then every ſuch Pe ſon or Perſons, fo being 
convicted or attainted, as aforeſaid, ſhall, for hs or their ſaid Offence, 
ſuſſer Inipriſonment for and during the Space of one whole Year, with- 
out Bail or Mainprize, and ſtand upon the Pillcry the Space of one full 
Hour, at the Pillory next adjoyning to the Place where he, ſhe, or they 
ſhall be convicted, as aforeſaid. ; 

And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſatd, That no Perſon 
or Perſons, being Convict or Attaint, as aforeſaid, ſhall be from thence- 
forth received as a Witneſs, to be depoſed and ſworn in any Court of 
Record within this Province, until ſuch Time as the Judgment given 
againſt ſuch Perſon or Perſons be reverſed, by Attaint or otherwiſe : 
And that upon every ſuch Reverſal, the Parties grieved, to recover his, 


her or their Damages, againſt all and every ſuch Perſon or Perſons as. 


did procure the ſaid Judgment fo reverſed ; to be given againſt them, 
or any of them, by Action or Actions, upon his, her, or their Caſe or 
Caſes, according to the common Courſe or Courſes of the Laws of 


this Province. 


And be it further Enadted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Per- 


ſon or Perſons, after Publication hereof, either by Subornation, unlawful 
Procurement, finiſter Perſuaſion, or Means of any other, or by their 
own Act, Conſent or Agreement, wilfully and corruptly commit any 
Manner of wilful Perjury, by their Depoſition in any Court of Record 
within this Province, as aforeſaid, or being examined in perpetuam Rei 
Memoriam, That then every Perſon or Perſons fo offending, and being 
thereof duly convicted or attainted, by the Laws of this Province, ſhall;

An Act for Erecting Ann-Arundel and Oxford 
Tune, into Ports and Towns. © 


EE it Enacted by the King and Oucen's moſt Excellent Majeſties, by 
and with the Advice and Confent of this preſent General Aſſembly, 
and the Authority of the ſame, That from and after the Publicati- 
on hereof, the Land called the Town Land, at Severn, in Ann- 
Arundel County, where the Town was formerly, and the Land at Ox- 
ford, in Talbot County, where the Town was formerly, ſhall from hence- 
forth be Towns and Ports, and Places of Trade, where all Ships and 
Veſſels may come-to for Entring and Clearing; to which End, the Collec- 
tor of that Diſtrict, or his lawful Deputies, ſhall conſtantly reſide at the ſaid 
Towns and Ports; and alſo a Naval Officer or Officers or their Deputies 
ſhall alſo conſtantly reſide there, for giving Diſpatch to all Ships and 
Veſſels coming or Trading into them Parts. And that the fame Towns 
and Ports may be capable of being built upon and inhabited by Perſons 
deſiring to dwell and inhabit in them,------ 

Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That from and after the Pro- 
claiming of this Act, all and every. the Perſons named herein for Com- 
miſſioners, ſhall be Commiſſioners of and for the ſaid two Towns, and 


each of them. And they and every of them ſhall and may execute the 
Powers and e ED} given them; according to the Directions 


hereafter given and preſcri as well for the Buying and Purchaſing the 
aforeſaid Towns Lands of the now Owners and Poſſeſſors of the ſame, 
as for the Surveying and Laying-out of the ſame, and Stating of the ſeve- 
ral Lots to be laid out in them, to the End, the Length, Breadth and 
Extent of each Lot in each Town and Port may be known and diſtin- 
guiſhed, ( that is to ſay, ) For the ſaid Town and Port of Ann. Arundel 
in Ann-Arundel County aforeſaid, Major Hammond, Major Edward 
Dorſey, Mr. John Bennet, Mr. John Dorſey, Mr. Henry Conſtable, Mr. 
Andrew Norwood, Mr. Philip Howard, Mr. James Sanders and the 
Honourable Nicholas Greenberry, Elq; And for the Town and Port in 
Talbot County, at Oxford, aforeſaid, Mr. Edward Mann, Mr. 0 Ed- 
mondſon, Mr. Cement Saile, Mr. John Neels, Mr. John Hawkins, Mr. 
Thomas Robins, and Mr. Thomas Robint, Junior, the Honourable George 
Robot bam, Mr. Thomas Smithſon, and Mr. Robert Smith. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commiſſioners herein nominated for 
each reſpective Town, in each County aforeſaid, or the major Part of 
them, are hereby Impowered, ſome time'before the Five and Twentieth 
Day of February, in the Year of our Lord One Thouſand Six Hundred 
and Ninety Four, to meet together upon the reſpective Lands and 
Places for Towns beforementioned, then and there to treat with and 
agree with the Owners and all Perſons intereſted in the ſaid Lands, 
buy and purchaſe of ſuch Owners and others intereſted in the {aid Lands, 
One Hundred Acres of the ſaid Lands, at the Diſcretion of the Perſons 
aforeſaid, leaſt prejudicial to the Owners: And they that purchaſe ſhall 
cauſe the fame to be ſurveyed, and after Survey ſo made, ſhall cauſe 
the ſame to be marked, ſtaked, and divided into convenient Streets, 
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Lanes and Allies, with other ſpare Places to be left, on which may be 
2 Church, Chappel, - Market-Houfe, or other publick Puilding; and 
the remaining Part of the ſaid One Hundred Acres to be divided in- 
to One Hundred equal Lots, marked on {ome Poſts or Stakes, towards 
the Streets or Lanes, with Numbers, One, T wo, Three, Four, and fo 
to an Hundred; out of which Lots the Owners of ſuch Lands (hall have 
the firſt Choice for one Lot, during the ſpace of One Year after the ſzid 
Five and Twentieth Day of February; except his Excellency Francis 
Nicholſon, Eſq, Governour of this Province, who ſhall have the next 
immediate Choice of One, I wo or Three Lots, in each or either of the 
ſaid Towns, if his Excellency ſo pleaſes. After which the ſaid Lots 
ſhall be taken up by the Iohabitants of the Counties, only during Six 
Months after Laying out the ſame. And if the Inhabitants hall 
not take up the ſame Lots in the I ime aforeſaid, it ſhall be then free for 
any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever to take up the ſaid Lot or Lots. 
paying the Owner proportionably tor the ſame. And in Caſe any 
Perſon or Perſons {hall wilfully retule to make Sale of any ſuch Lands 
herein before mentioned, or any Perſon or Perſons through Nonage or 
Coverture, or non ſave Memoria, or other Impediment or Diſability wnat- 
ſoever; that then the Commiſſioners aforeſaid, nominated for each reſped 
tive Town, are hereby Authorized by Virtue of this Act, to iſſue out 
Warrants to the Sheriffs of the ſaid Counties, to impower them to impan- 
nel and return a Jury of Free-holders, to appear before the ſaid Commiſſi- 
oners, which Jury upon their Oaths, to be adminiſtred by the ſaid Commul- 


ſioners, are to inquire and afl»(s ſuch Damages and Recompence as they 
Mall think fit, to be awarded to the Owners and all Hero iuteteſted, 
according to their ſeveral and reſpective Iacerelts in the ſaid Land or 


any Part thereof; and what Sum ot Tobacco the ſaid Jury ſhall adjudge 


the ſaid Land to be worth, ſhall be paid to the ſzid Owners and per- 


ſons i-tereſted, by ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall take up the {aid reſpective 
Lot or Lots, proportionably thereunto. And the {aid Commiſſioners, or the 
major Part of them, are hereby impowered, by reſpective Warrants un- 
der their Hands and Seals, to lummons the Surveyor General or the Sur- 
veyor of the County, to ſurvey and lay out the ſaid One Hundred 
Acres, in the Places afcrementioned, in Manner and Form atoreſaid, to 


be marked and ſt.ked out as aforeſaid ; and when the lame is ſo lur- 


veyed, and laid out as aforelaid, and valued as aforeſaid, That then 
whoſoever ſhall make Choice of any ſuch Lot, as aforeſaid, and make 
Entry thereof, before and with the Officer or Perſon as by the Commil- 
ſioners ſhll be appointed to keep the Book of } ntry of the ſame, and 
pay ſuch Sum or Quantity of Tobacco as ſhall by the Direction of the 
Comm ſſioners be rated upon ſuch Lot, and payable to the Owner of 
ſuch Land, and on ſuch Lot ſhall build One Twenty Foot Square Dwel- 
ling-Houſe, at leaſt within Twelve Months after takin up the ſame, 
unleſs ſuch Building be larger than is herein expreſled, Hal by Virt e 
thereot, and of the Building and Finiſhing as afoteſaid, inveſt the Taker- 
vp and hui: der, as aforeſaid, with an Eſtate of Inheritance in the aid 
Lot, to him, his Heirs and Afﬀigns tor ever; and be a perpetual Bar to 
the Owners and Perſons intereſted in the ſaid Lands, either within or 
without this Province, even againſt his Lordſhip's the Right Honourable 
Caren Lord baron of Baltemore, Lord Proprietary ot this Province, his 
Heirs and Succeſlors, yielding and paying to the ſaid Lord Proprietary, 
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paid in Towns.

and his Succeſſors for ever the yearly Rent of one Penny, current Mo- 
ney, for each reſpective Lot, as aforeſaid; and that the Surveyor of each 
Town and Port as aforeſaid, ſhall have and receive ſuch Fees and Re- 
wards for Laying and Staking the Towns and Lots aforeſaid, as the ſaid 
Commiſſioners ſhall allow and ſettle, and no more. And any Perſon or 
Perſons that ſhall build and inhabit in ſuch Port or Town, and ſhall owe 
any Sum or Sums of Tobacco, and will pay the ſame in ſuch Town, he 
ſhall be allowed Jen per Cent. for every Hogſhead of Four Hundred 
Weight and upwards, ſo paid in T owns, to be deducted out of the 
Debt aforeſaid, or pleadable in Bar of the Creditors. 

And be it Enacted, be the Ant' :»ity aforeſaid, by and with the Advice 
and Conſent aforeſaid, That any ?erſon or Perſons that have heretofore 
taken up any Lot or Lots, in either of the Towns, by Virtue of any for- 
mer Law of this Province, and built thereon according tothe ſame for- 
mer Law, they and every of them, their Heirs and Aſſigns, ſhall have and 
enjoy good and ſure Eſtate of Inheritance, to them and their Heirs for 
ever, under the Rents and Services herein mentioned; and the ſeveral 
Lots ſo built on, {hall be deemed and taken as Part of the One Hundred 
Lots as aforeſaid, and the ſame Town laid out as conveniently thereto 
as may be, 

And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That at the Town and 
Port of Severn, in Amnarundel County, ſhall be bought or valued by the 
Jury, as before in this Act is mentioned, all that Parcel or Neck of 
Land, within Levey-Neck Cove, and Acton's Cove, lying and adjoyning 
or near to the Town-Land as aforeſaid ; or ſo much thereof as by the 
Commitſſioners ſhall he found convenient to be fenced in, and called 
the Town-Common or Paſture; ans paid for and fenced in at the Pub- 
lick Charge, and ſhall be for the Pul.lick Uſe and Service, when Need 
ſhall require; and that the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town ſhall not raiſe 
any Stock of Cattle or Hoggs, Ho or Sheep, more than what they 
can contain and raiſe upon their reſpective Lot or Lots, and not more, 
at the Diſcretion of the Commiſſioners of the ſaid Towns.
